1 . ( Amended) A fabric for use in safety apparel comprising: 

(a) yams consisting essentially of strands of a modacrylic material; and 

(b) a dye applied to said fabric; and 

(c) wherein said dyed fabric meets the American National Standard Institute standard 
ANSI/ISEA-107 minimum conspicuity level class requirements for occupational 
activities for high-visibility safety apparel and the American Society for Testing and 
Materials standard ASTM F-1506 for flame resistance. 
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
